Willow Rec Building 
Plans Under Study 


Plans for the Willow youth center 
building. proposed for construction 
at the Willow school grounds as 4 
meeting place for the area’s youth 
groups, will be submitted for appro- 
val of the city recreation commis- 
sion at the latter group’s July 7 
meeting. 

Plans for the building are now be- 
ing studied by members of the Wil- 
low Youth Center associgtion, spon- 
sors of the proposed building pro- 
ject. 

Mrs. Clifford Mott, a member of 
the group, said this week that plans 
for the proposed structure are in 
hand, and that sale of $1 member- 
ships in the assocjation will be 
“pushed” as socn as possible after 
the plans receive the approval of the 
rec commission and the city plan- 
ning commission. 

As they now stand, Mrs. Mott ex- 
plained, drawings show a 65-by-3S] 
foot building of wood construction, 
containing a meeting hall, two or- 
ganizaeion rcoms, a kitchen and la- 
vatories. 

The building is to be designed to 
be moved, so it can be relocated at 
a city park if and when one is es- 
tablished in the North Palo Alto 
area, in conformity with the city’s 
proposed master plan. 

After plans for the building are 
approved by. the recreation commis- 
sion and later the planning commis- 
sion, Mrs. Mott. said. the youth as- 
sociation will meet to discuss detail- 
ed. plans for raising funds with 
which to finance the construction.

Parents, Children Swamp Council 
In Protest on Market Parking Lot 


Violent — and abusive — prctest 
from persons residing near the All- 
American Market on Willow road 


| Tuesday night caused the city coun- 


cil to withhold permission for mar- 
ket-owner James A. Moreing to re- 
open Durham street access to his 
store’s rear parking lot. 


Instead the council instructed the 
traffic safety commission to 
seek a solution to the dispute in dis- 
cussion with representatives of the 
residents and of the market. 

A number of small children, who 
ran about the council chambers 
during the discussion on the issue, 
had been brought to the meeting 
by residents to underscore their 
contention that reopening the ac- 
cess would endanger the numerous 
children living on Durham street. _ 

The Durham street entrance and 
exit was ordered closed by the city 
council last February when permis- 
sion was granted to use as a park- 
ing area a residential-zoned lot ad- 
jacent to the store. 

Moreing has now petitioned for 
permission to reopen the access on 
the grounds that forcing all traffic ; 
using the parking area to enter and 
leave by the Willow road entrance 
is creating a traffie hazard on that 
street.

Tuesday, July 1 has been set as 
dete for a special meeting of the 
Menlo Park Sznitary District board 
of trustees, at which -they will at- 
tempt to arrive at a solution to the 
problem of providing adequate 
Grainage along a part of Atherton 
avenue. 

The board will consider two solu- 
tiens to the sewer problem, both of 
which were presented at.a special 
of the board Monday night. 

Reiterating that the district oes) 
nct have money to enlarge the Ath- 
erton avenue trunk line sewer, sinc 
the sanitary district's special bond 
issue was turned down by voters, 
Board Secretary Dr. Lawrence Cook 
said that, if rains are heavy again 
this year, water will overflow from 
the sewer into the street unless: . 

1. Sewage is purnped from the 
main, in the vicinity of Odell place, 
into the Atherton drainage canal or 

2. A:$20,000 bypass sewer to anoth- 
er cutfall is constructed. 

Neither alternative is a satisfac- 
tcry permanent solution, Dr. Cook 
said, and Eugene Howell. chief en- 
gineer for the Gan Mateo County 
Hea'th Department, present at the 
meeting, said his agency looked with 
disfaver on the pumping of sewage 
into q drainage ditch. 

He agreed, however, that this 
would be preferable to letting it run 
into the street.

A year ago, anyone selling tickets to public meetings of 
Menlo Park's municipal government would have starved to 
death. Today, such a concession would make us wealthy. 

Whatever the combination of circumstances that has 
brought this about, the city’s unpaid public servants have been 
Ptaying to ‘‘packed houses” lately, and we are gratified to see 
such civic interest. . 


Perhaps it is the influence of a ‘‘red-hot” election year 
that is making residents of the city aware of their local gov- 
ernment. Perhaps it is just that this growing community is 
getting involved in more and more issues that affect its citizens. 


We do not propose here to analyse the causes responsible | 
for bringing record crowds to watch the process of government. | 
It is enough to note that the phenomenon: has occurred. Our! 
city planning commissioners and city councilmen no longer | 
talk to themselves about the city’s affairs. They have a chance! 


to listen, too, and to hear how. the residents feel on issues 
before they take action. Their job is that much easier. 

But not helping them at all is the assumption on the 
part, of many citizens who have just discovered their gov- 
ernment that all officials are out to ‘put something over.”

Our city councilmen and:commissioners are not infallible. 
Itis quite conceivable that.they could act mistakenly, especially 
ifithey do not hear all sides of a matter.and know the full facts. 

That is why public business is and must be conducted pub- 
licly, to allow full opportunity for the presentation of all views. 

But.in Mento Park, at.this time, charges: of “rigging” 
and implications. of. graft and self-interest ‘can. do.nothing 
‘but harm. 

We are fortunate that, while most ofthe citizens were not 
looking, we have had here an unusually fine type of public 
servant. We can not expect to maintain this high level if 
such public servants are forced to take unfounded abuse from 
same who evidently have not been following the conduct of 
their public affairs. ;

‘Illegal’ Building 


The problem of private building 
in viclation of city ordinances was 
brought before the Atherton town 
council Tuesday night, following 


complaints of “unfairness” submit- 


ted by residents to the planning 
commission. 


Police Chief Leroy Hubbard ex- 
plained that his men had been not- 
ing such “unfair” and illegal con- 
struction—on the average, 10 to 12 
of them—every month. 


Action upon the reports, accord- 
ing to Hubbard, consists of notify- 
ing City Clerk W. H. Boren “for the 
record” and the building depart- 
ment, for formal notice to the vio- 
lators. 

City ordinance specifies that any 
structural building calls for a build- 
ing permit—be it alterations on a 
home cr the erection of a tool shed. 
The only exception to the law is the 
construction of fences six feet or less 
in heighth. In addition, the building 
must not be done beyond property 
line restrictions.

These were the finflings made in 
a recent survey by the district’s or- 
ganization and extension commit- 
tee, under the chairmanship of Wil- 
liam V. Regan Jr. 

At the present time, Regan said, 
there are 19 Cub Scout packs, with 
a total enrollment of 733 boys, op- 
erating in the Woodside-Atherton- 
Menlo Park area. Three years from 
now, even if no new boys of eligible 
age move into the district, there will 
be approximately twice the number 
of boys of eligible age as there are 
now in the district.
